[^, The anxiety expfefFed by many to fee the en-* 
'tire work of dodtor Barham, has induced thfc 
editor to aim at rendering it as complete as 
-poffiblej by the addition of a Linnaean index, 
for which he is indebted to a gentleman emi- 
■^enl-JFor his. botanical knowledge; an index of 
difeaies, remedies, £?c. has alfo been annexed, 
from which reference may readily be had to any 
part of the work, and, it is prefumed, in a 
nianner intelligible to all clafles of readers. 

It waff the wifh of the editor to accompany 
th6 work with Ibme account of its ingenious 
and philanthropic author; but his refearches 
-and enquiries have not produced any materials 
wherewith to gratify curiofity. All he can 
learn is, that he came to this country early 
in the prelent century, and married Elizabeth 
' Fofter, the Avidow of Thomas Poller, eiquire^ 
of St. Elizabeth's, in whofe right he became 
poflefled of a confiderable fortune in that pa- 
rifti ; he afterwards purchafed of the family of 
the Stevenlbns, relations of Mrs. Barham, Me- 
fopotomia eftate, in Weftmorland. In the jour- 
nals 
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nals of the aflembly, we find him a mcmb»?3f 
that body in the year 1731; and it appeal* 
that he returned to England about the yeaar 
1740, and fettled with hi? family at Staines, 
near Egham, where he died, leaving his pro^. 
perty in this ifland to Jofeph Fofter, the youngeft 
fon of Mrs. Barbara by her former hulband, on 
condition of his afluming the name and bearing 
the arms of Barham, in addition to thofe of 
Fofter. This gentleman was the father of the 
prefent Jofeph Fofter Barham, efquire, a meifl-s 
ber of the Britifti parliament, and lately maf^ 
ried to lady Caroling Tufton, daughter ot tb? 
rwiofThanet,

Its 
fruit is about the bignefs of an alligator or crocodye'$ 
egg* and much of the fhape, only a little more acute 
atone endjof a brown rulFet colour; and, when pickled* 
txatily refembles the mango^ if not the fame thing.

It generally grows in Handing wa-r 
fjers, and is counted a peculiar wound herb, whether 
ipwardly taken or outwardly applied ; th^ root, bruifed 
and applied to, the fect^ helps the cjab-yaws in ntgroe$* 

Arrow-Root. 
^ This root i$ fq called from \ts curing and expelling 
f vtibt^ poifoQ which Indians put to their at rows when 
they fhpcpt -at their enemies, which, if they make but a 
flight wound, certiiin'y kills the perfonif the poifon b^ 
X^qx. e^cpellejj; and that this plant dgth, by taking the 
juice inwardly, arid applying thebmifed rcot as a pouU 
tice outwardly : This was difcoven d by an Indian, taken 

, ^rer he had wounded an European with one of thefe 
poiioned arrows, whom they tortured until he promifecj 
^o cure him, which he did eBFeftually with the rop^;

.. We hav^ two forts of arfmart in America, the famo 
jks grow in ^fjngland, one without fpots, the oth^r wiih^ 
Itis known,^-as the great and.learned Boyle commends 
jt, as a fpecific to break the ftone and expel the gravel; 
|n tlie reins or bladder, and that by a fimple water dis- 
tilled froip this plant; but its juice or eifepce, in my 
opinion, is much better, fweetened with a little fyrup 
of marih-mallows. The root, bruifed and applied to 
an aching tooth, takes away the pain ; the juice or ef- 
ience, mixed with equal quantities of ox-gall, oil of 
foike, and muftard, well mixed, difcuDTes all cold 
fwellings, fcrpfuious and fchirrous tumors, and whit- 
lows or felons; the eflfential oil is good for knotty^ 
gouts; or this: Take ike o:l of arfmart (made by in-'^ 
Jufion)p lavage, andjhcpherd'spurf^, of each a hani^ 
Jill; the heads ofjivejheep and fifteen frogs; boil atl 
^^Uher in two or three quarts df oil, until the jlefti is

I never could find any olher name for this ptan^ 
and that I had from a negro. I take it to be tht 
fame pl-mt that Sir FL Sluane calls, in his catalogue 
<if Jaa|.4ica plants* rad^ix fruticofz glycin^Aizcs fimtUs 
inrtic^ fufm^ &c, and indeed the root to the fight 
much refembles EngiiQi liquorice, but of a bitterilli 
tafte. It hath leaves like the dogvrood tree, but is a 
fmall ffirub, hardly abie ^o fupport itfcif, and generally 
joini to another phnr^ ^[though it doth not climb 
ab Jut it J It hath a Ihort pod, which when ripe is vcrjf 
tlack and fail of fwect pulp, lite cajia Jzjlula. 

The negroes clean fe their teeth with this root ; and 
they alfo grind it with water like a pafte, and plaftcf 
their bodies all over with it in moft feveiifh heats, head-* 
achs, and cholics; and haye fuch an opinion of it, that 
if they rind not a prel'ent relief by it, they give them* 
felvcs over* A certain gentleman recommended it to 
mt as an excellent remedy in the dry belly*achc ; and I 
happening to have a fervant fci^ed with it, to that de^ 
gree as threw him mcu convulfion fits, I thought fit tp 
make ufc of it, by decutting the root, and giving hiqa 
about half a pint at a time, warm, three or four timef 
a-djiy ; which firft eafed hun of ali hh pains, afterward*

This balfam is called by fevcral namej; viz. cdpivyt^ 
t0paku, copcv^ copalyvd^ capaif^ and campaif : by the 
|nuve Indians ^locai ; by the BraClians copatha : hf 
tile Portuguefe gamtla or gamanoh. Many America nsj 
particularly th<^ Mexicans, do call all refins and fiveet- 
fm el ling gums or balfams by the name of copal ^ although 
there is a gum that is more particularly fo called^ which 
J (hall detcribe hereafter. 

The woqd of this tree is red i the leaves arc four or 
five inches loog^ aiid oval^ with fmall ftems and hard 
nerves on the backs the flowers are pen cape talou.^ or 
five-leaved, ftanding round the fruit or pods, which 
are roundilfc^ with a thiu black (hell, when ripe or dry 
cafily broken^ containing a I mall yellow fmooth pulp^ 
fmelling like peafc, which the BraliHans fuck ihe juice 
of, and fpit out the Ikin; the monkies alfp are veiy 
greedy of them- They begin to ripen m April, and arc 
full ripe in June.

It is certain that t^e balfam capivy^ is a. mpft admt* 
rab.le medicine, either internally taken or externally ap- 
plied : It h a fpecffic in the gonorrhcea, after due pui^* 
itag, and the whites iij women; it alfo cures coughs 
and confumptions of the lungs ; it is hot and bitterilh 
tot the tafte, and of art aromatic fmell, very ckar ani \ 
^anfparent if right good, and not much inferior to balin^ . 
of.Gilead; and is the fjime which they make fuch a' 
giieat noife about, under the name of balfam Chili. It 
comforts and warms a cold ftomach and bowels, and

This, 1 fuppofe, is fo called from their fencing id 
their plantations with this Ihrubt which is full of 0ior^ 
ijlrong prickles; but they are commonly called in Ja« 
ipaica doodUdoes ; they grow in atl or mod parts of 
America, 'tht flowdrs are elegantly mixed with red- 
yeirbw, and therefore called, by fome, Spanilh teriia* 
tion, or wild fenna. Sir Hans Sloane tribes it amongft 

fe baftard fenna*s, for this comes the neareft of aQK iti 
mefica, and, when dried and old, it is vtiy diffibil^ 
to diftinguifli one from the other; and as for virtoe^, 
I have often experienced it to have the fame with ihal^ 
of Alexandria ; belides which, a decoftioh of the leavea 
or flowers has a wonderful power to move or iort€ 
fhe menjlrva in woiren. The flowers make a deli»' 
cate red purging fyrup, and the root dyes a fcarlet co*: 
lour. The whole plant is full of fhort fliarp pricklesg; 
branching and fpreading very large, with beautiful 
!powers, red mixed with yellow, on which arc a great

mentioned by Mdiifieur Freiier^ called Alva hoM^di' 
a fhrub, faith he, wWh haS the fcent of our Wce't 
bafil, and contains a balni of great ufe For fores; 
wiiereof we hw ii woiiderful effeft'at Yt'equih, in aii 
Iiidian; whofe tiefck Wai deeply ufcerated. 1 alfo had 
th^ experience of it oh inyfelf. . iThe flower of it ia 
lohg» growing up like ^n ear of corn, of a whitilb 
colour inclining to a violet, arid is tribed aniongft the. ' 
legumind. Bafils are fpokeri again ft by Diafcorides, Ga*» 
len, and Chryfippxis; but Pliny commends theih riiuchj^ 
and faith they ard good againft the ftihg of fcor*-* 
pions aftd other Vehonious ferpents, and are accbuntedi ' 
a very great cordialj and gdod againft paixlis of thq 
ii^ead^ &c. 

BASf ARO CEliAR, 

. As it is here fo called; for what realbri I krtow not> 
tring in no refpcfl like cedar. Its leaves arc in the 
fltupe of Englifli hazel ; its fruit like the mulberry, 
firft green, and when ripe black and hard, which fheep 
and cattle delight to eat, and will make them fat.-' 
I t^ke this tree to be of the mulberry kind, more thaa 
of the cedar; the flowers are like the line or lindal* 
tree, yellowifti, and very odoriferous, fmcUing like 
^ur May or hawthoiii flowers* 

M Bastaro 
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Bastard Mamee, or Santa Maria. 

Thefe are very tall trees, and very ftraight, growing 
to fifty or fixty, fome to eighty feet high; they are 
Very tough, and therefore made ufe of for mafts of 
ftjips, being preferable to any fir trees*. 1 had once a 
green balfam prefented to me, brought from the Spa-*- 
Xiiards, of a very fine green, clear, and pleafant fmell^ 
which thiey faid was the finefl balfam in the Wo Id for 
green wounds, but could hot tell me from what tree 
it.C2^^.

for fome extraordinary ufe that they call this tree Santa 
Maria^ which makes me think it is for its balfam*

lavancfs^ tirhich ane all fwect and pleafant^ and nlay 
be had green all the year round* The horfe^^bean and 
cocoon are VcnomouSj and not to be eaten. 

BEAN-TREEt 

This beautiful tree grows in plenty id iHoIl parts of 
America- In the ifland of Jamaica, they make fences 
of them, being v^ry prickly. About Chriftmas, thefe 
trees are to be feen ail full of large red flowers, with^ 
out any green leaves, being very beautiful and pleafant' 
to the fighti After the flowers are fallen, the green 
leaves Ihoot out, and the fruit begins to appear, which 
is a pod about fix or feven inches long, containing 
about eight or nine beautiful red beans^ in the fhape 
of kidney* beans. The trees are generally very large 
and fpreading, armed full with black crooked thorns^ 
like cock-fpurs ; the leaves are like thofe of the phyfic* 
tjut. The virtues of this plant have not yet been dif- 
covered, though I know by experience that the flowers 
make an excellent eye- water. Bontius faith, that the 
fruit is a great diuretic, and purge th ftrongly water^ 
and therefore proper in droplies ; he faith they expel 
^ Vind^ and cure the cholic* 

Belly-ache Weed. 

This plant is fo called from curing the belly-ache 

or cHolic with coftivenefs, which was firfl made knows 

in Jamaica by Papaw negroes, and therefore com- 

'ini*n'y called Papaw weed; by this name I knew it. 

Its led^ves and fruit are like the wild cucumber, but 
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much lefs. It works very ftrongly upwards and dov^ni^ 
t/a^ds, and therefore ought to be given to ftrong per- 
fons, and in the beginning of the belly-ache : It is alfo 
good in dropfies; while the bowels are ftrong, it may 
be given in clyftcrs for the fame intentions, 

lilGNONIA. 

There are fftaiiy forts of thefe plants growing in A^-^ 
merica, having their names from Abbe Bignon. They 
are more for beauty and fine arbours^ than of any nic-^ 
dicinal yfe, 

felND-WfiEDS. 

There is in Jamaica a vaft number of bind-weedii- 
of the convolvulous kindj with bell flowers. Thofe that 
are known to be of phyfical ufe^ will be mentioned 9S 
they come in courfe^ 

Birch-Tree; 

It IS very Common in Jamaica, although I do ftcw 
take it to be the fame with what grows in England^ 
hut it having the very fame fort of bark, makes the 
Engliflb here call them birch-trees. They are much 
larger here than any 1 ev-er faw in England ; befides^ 
of thefe, after the bark is off, the wood is very white, 
light, and brittle ; none of the twigs are fo tough as to^ 
make rods or brooms of; and the gum that flows frona 
the tree is verv odoriferous, white like maftic, and. 
hath an aromatic abforbent tafte. I have often given 
tind'advifed this gum to be taken, in the lues venereti 
with good fuccefs, after due purging. It is fo well 
koiown, that it needs no particular defciiption. 

Bl>KA,GUS,i or ViSNACA. 

Thefe arc well khoWa in New Spain, where thejr 
^^ . . . . make 
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^ake tooth-picks from them. It is a fort of fennel or 
ijhervil; and it is the foot-ftalk of the flower and fjcd 
(hey make ule of after dinner to pick theif teeth. 

BtTTER-WoOD. 

Is fo called from its exceOive bitternefs : I think it cx-^ 
ceeds wormwood, gall, and aloes. I have feen a hand- 
ful of the (havings but juft dipped in water, as quick 
as thought taken out again, and the wat^r left fo bitter * 
that nothing qould exceed it. A trough was made of 
it to give water to hogs, and, to their owner's furprife/* 
although the hogs ^^er€ ever fo dry, they would not touch 
the water. T:his^ property of the tree hath not been 
J^hown very long in Jamaica ; and it was difcov^cred by 
an accident : It bein^ a very fr^e fort of wood to fplit/ 
light, andwhite, the coopers had made calks of it, un- 
knowing its bitternefs, to put fugar in, which was fent t& 
England. Soon after, the owner had advice that_ his 
f«gar was fo bitter it could not be fold-: The gentleman, 
thought it was a trick, or a banter ; but, upon a ftricl en- 
quiry, found the occafion of it. ©f late, bedileadsand 
preffes are made of it, to prevent bugs, cockrqaches, or' 
worms breeding, as they do in other wQods, for none of 
thefc vermin wiJl come near the wood; neither do the- 
workmen care for workiqg it, it bittering their mouthi' 
and throats. It kills worms in the body, helps the cholic 
or belly-ache, a^nd creates an appetite. The wood oft 
t.his tree, at the fir ft cutting, is very white, but turns'^ 
yellow afterwards. Its bark is like.the lance- wood, and* 
its leaves like the Engliili aflu ^ **

«a HORTUS AMERIGANUa. 

Blood-Flowej^. 

\t is fo called from its flopping bleeding when al^ 
other remedies have failed; and is fo well known ii\ 
Jamaica that it needeth no particular defcription. I 
|;new a gentleman that had fuch a flux of blood, by 
the piles or hemorrfioids^ that there was no flopping it^^ 
he bimfelfy and all his friends^ defpairing of his life« 
At lafl, he was advifed to this flower, which was imme- 
diately got (for they grow, almofl every where) and 
bruifed^ and^preffed out the juice, and was given with 
a fyringe; by which he was perfeftly cured. I had a. 
patient that had a virulcQ^ gonorrhea, and after I had 
carried off the virulence, and began to ufe balfamics 
^nd reftringents, I found it woiUd ubt flop, and all the 
|?iedicines I could tl^nk of were to no purpofe for. 
above twelve months. At lafl he took a decodion of 
the flowers, leaves, and ftalk, of this plant, twice a-day, 
for five or Cx days, and it made him perfeftly firm ; and 
(ome years after he told me, that he never had the leafl. 
fymptom of a gl^et or any other illnefs attend him in, 
tbofe parts.. Lately, an anqient gentleman confulted 
xne, who had a gleet upon him mauy years, which he 
apprehended was pure weaknefs of the veflTels, for he 
was very well in all other refpefts :. I advifed him to 
make a tea of the d,ried flowersj, and ^rink of it in the 
room of other tea, and at the fame hours, for a month; 
in which time, he told me, it made him perfeftly well, 
and faid it was worth iJts weight ii? gold, and believed, 
if a man could mak^ it known in Europe, he would 
get an cflate by it. I have known many old gleets 
• cured by it; and I qucftion not but it may be as ufe- 
fill to women, for the Jliior altu^, and other exceflTive 
difcharges. 

BoXTHOHHt 
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BoXTHORN 

Hath a whit? wppd, hard and folid like box^ Thid 
leaves, with twigs, are fet oppofij:e to one anothefj 
which are almpft round, juicy, haying two reddilh long 
•fliarp priqkles rifmg by the foot of the leaf. It bpars 
» large purple flower, and a round green fruit of th^ 
fcignefs of a goofeberry. I have feen fometimes leaves 
growing out of the fruit. It is of a reftringent quali- 
ty, and flops all defluxioiu of th^ ej'es.or ulcers, an4. 
^eals them, 

Brasilletto, 

The true. Brafil is called Pernambuca, being thb 
place from whence they come in Brafil; the Brafiliaris 
calling it ibirapitanga. It is a thick large tree, with a 
rcddifti and thorny bark; the leaves Cm all and blunt^ 
<>f a fine (hining green; its flowers little, fweet, and 
of a beautiful red; the pods flat and prickly, in which 
are two flat feeds, like the gourd. feed. This wood is 
ufed among the dyers, and the fl:ationers make red ink 
of it ; viz. Take raf pings of the wood^ in/ufe them in 
vinegar or fome Jlrong lixivium^ andy with giim arabiC 
and allunii put them in a glazed p0i, and gently injvjt 
them for fomt hours. Some dye the roots of althea witll 
itj to clean the teeth withall, I have met with two forts 
growing in Jamaica; one every way as red as brafil. 
It hath a red gum, with a jeftringent tafte; its wood 
is very tqjugh and ftrongj the wheelwrights in Jamaiclai 
fay, they make the beft fpokes for wheels. A decoc* 
tion of the wood ^ (Irengthens the ftomach, abates few 
'verifh heiats, and takes away inflammations a^d d^ 
fluxions in the eyes^ 

Bread-Not Tree.

Broom-Weed. 
This plaijt is fo called by the negroes in Jamaica^ 
for no other res^fon. that I. know of, than becaule they* 
make a broom with it, being very tough and ready 
at hand, groivipg almoft every where in Jamaica, evei^ 
in the pporeft red l^nd; but it hath no refemblance to 
the Englilji broom, being of the rnallow kind, having 
the fame feedj hut a yellow flpwer,, which opens every 
day exaftly at eleven o'clock ip the forenoon ; fo that, 
in the country, I have afked a plariter what it was 
.9'clock, when I thought it was growng near noon, and 
he would go out and look upon this plants, and tell me. 
The only medicinal ufe I faw of it was, the negro 
women, when their children were fcabby or mangy, 

lypuid 
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Ijfould make a bath of this herb, which would cleanfc 
th'em, and make them thrive/ 

Buck-Wheat. 
We have a fort of climbing or woodbind.buck-wheat^ 
This American buck-wheat hath round, red, fuccu- 
lent (talks, by which it winds and turns itfelf round^ 
any tree, riling about feven or eight feet high ; to-« 
wards the top, it puts out leaves alternatively, which 
are green^ thick, juicy, ai\d fmpoth, in the fliape of 
an heart, ' about an inch and half long ; and towards 
the top. come out flowers, very numerous, in oblong 
fpikes, looking like parfnip feed : Jm the protuberant 
part of the flowers lie the feeds. The grains of this^ 
plant are hot and dry, and of thin and fubtle parts ^ 
They are good againft hyfterics* and ^re efleemed great 
provocatives. 

]^f;LLY-TRE5.. 

This is fo called, by the Jamaicans, for it^ fruit 
when ripe is as black as a bulJy or darnlon, but ia 
fliape of a Lucca olive ; pigeons feed much upon them, 
^nd they make them very fat : Its tiniber is very ftrong 
and lafting. There is another fort, called baftard 
bully. I remember, after" the great fire at Port-Royal 
in Jamaica, in 1703, jefuits bark was fo fcarce that 
we gave four pounds for a pound of it, and fome prac- 
titioners could not get any for love or money ; upon 
which, they made ufe of the bark of this tree, form- 
termitting fevers, ivith good fuccefs, but were forced 
to give twice or thrice the quantity : Since that, they 
have have found out a bark that every way anfwers thd 
cinds of the jefuits bark, which I fhall mention here-^ 
aft^r.

This beautiful plant and profitable tree grew onc^. 
in fuch plenty in Jamaica, that they valued thcmfelvea^ 
.\[pon it, and thought they were or (hould be the richtft^ 
|}eople in the world; but they fpon fa w themfelves de- 
ceived, for a blaft at once cariie upon the trees and 
ijeftroyed them all, a^d few or none CQuld ever be got 
to grow there fince; what do grow are generally in, 
plantain-walks^ or among, ftiady t^tes, and in boUJ 
tbrps or vallies (heltered from the nprth winds, Thi* 
tree grows iii bignefs and much refembling the heart 
qherry tree, the boughs and branches beautifully ex** 
tending themfelves on every fide, their leaves being, 
inuch of the lame fhape ; th^ flpwer is very beautiful, 
fnd alirioft of a faffron colour ; the fruit proceeds froni 
the body (as the calabafh) and fhall be full almoftall 
the waj^ from the bottom up to,, the branches, which 
are alfo full of fruit, which is firft.green, and, as it 
increafeth its bignelis, changes iis^ape an.d colour, 
until they are thoroughly ripe. I. have feen two forts; 
one very Ipge, as big and almpft in ftiape of a cucum^ 
ber, but pointed at the end, ^xid of ^ a mod delicate , 
vellow or lemon colour, with a little red blulh of one 
iide when ripe; another fort not fo big, of a fine blue- 
ifh red, almoft purple, with reddifix or pink colour 
veim, efpecialiy on that fide next the fun^ they have, 
en the outfide ridges and furrows^^ with fmooth bunches 
or knobs, as cucmnbers have. Tixey are ripe and fit 
to gather in January and in May, having two crops or 
bearings in a year. The external hu{k 91; rind, which 
i$ pretty thick, beiqg broke or cut, there appear the . 
kernels adhering to one another by foft filaments, and 
inclofed in a white pulpy fubftance, foft and fweet, 
which fome fuck when they take them out of their 

flhellsj^ 
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fcellf, which contain ten, twenty, and fometimes thirtyj^ 
puts, almoft like almonds. There is much diflFerencc 
in their largenefs and goodnels; thofe at Carpen- 
ter's river are ffhe largeft, thole brought from the Coaft 
of Caraccas next, the fmalieft arc thofe of NJartinico. 
They ate cured in the fun upon cloths or blankets.- 
That which we make our chocoUte of is the infide o£ 
the nut, encompalied with a thin (hell or cafe, which, 
when taken off, the dxy and hard fubftance looks c£ 
the colour' of a. kidney-bean, with crannies or crevices^ 
between them. They are very apt to mould and de-* 
cay, if they are npt well cure^; and, if right good, 
they are plump, fmooth, and oily, and of a bitteriftt 
tafte wheni raw, ^ The oil of this t\]xt is the hotteft of 
any thing known, and is faid to recover cold^i^ weak, 
and paralytic limbs, and to fniooth the fkin. This 
nut is very nourilhing, as is daily experienced in the 
Weft-Indies, where many Creoles live in a inanner 
wholly upon chocolate. The way of making it is fa 
wyi known, that I need not defijribe it, 

^ALA^ASH^ 

I fuppofe the Sjjaniaids gave the r^mc to this tree. 
Us fruit being as big as a man's head (which they call 
falabajh), but rounder ; it i$. fo well known in moft 
parts of America, that it needs no defcription. I have 
leen fuch difference of the fruit of thefe trees as to con-^ 
t^ain from an ounce to a galloa. When they are green, 
they are full of white juice, pulp, and feeds, which 
the cattle eat of in, v^ry dry times ; but which is faid 
to give their flefli an odd difagreeable tafte, and alfa 
tjicir milk ; but I believe that taft^ is from a weed 
galled guinea- hen weed, and not from the c;:alabafli,,^ 
It is faid that the pulp, if eaten,, will make a cow caft 
ber calfj or a mare her colt. It is certainly known (if 

not 
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roc too well known) to be a great forcer of the men^ 
Jlrtia, and of the birth and after-birth ; therefore 
bught to be very cautioufly given or taken. I once, 
iTiadc a fpirit from this fruit, which was fo naufeous as'' 
not to be taken alone, ^ This is a ufeful tree tor In-*^ 
dians and negroes to make neccifery furniture for theiy 
houfes, as difhes, cups, and fpoons, of^ feyeral (hapcs,^ 
bignefs, and faftiion; I have feen them made, ancj 
finely wrought and carved,

Are f mall pea fi?, tribed sunong the fha/e/oli. The. 
ftower is all white, whereas mod, of the other forts ofc. 
peafe are blue ; the pods are five or fix inches long,,

There is a plant m Jamaica which Sir H. Sloanci.;, 
bath given a very cxaft figure of, in his Hiftory of ja- 
rnaica Plants, which he calls /niu/wi tcrrtjlris majon^ 
Jlore maximo odorato^ 

The greater land caltrqppe, with a large fweet flower,^ ' 
bath a* deep root, from which fpring a great many 
lon^ tiailifig branches, fpreading every way on the* 
ground, a foot arjid a half long, and are round and jui- 
cy, brittle and thick; n hath leaves in pairs; the flowery 
are of an prange or yeUowifti colotir, with five leaves, 
fimelhng fweet; therx follows a fmall prickly head, with 
a procefs like the crane's bill feeds, fc?c. They aro 
cPoling and alliingent.

The fpecific quality of this plant is againfl bloody 
tluxes, being of a drying and binding quality. 

"Canes, 

The chief of which is that they make fugar fiomj^. 
and therefore called arundo Jaccharijtra ; it is fo well 
known to the inhabitants of America, that it needs no 
defcripiion; and as for the way and manner of making 
tugar and of refining it, it wpufd be thought prefump- 
tion in me to diVe6l : I fhail only fav, that they are 
fqueezed or preifed in a mill, between three rollers cafed 
•with iroxi; and the juice boiled up to fugar; I have ob- 
ferved, although the juice is very fwect, that a gallon of 
it will make but one pound of good fugar, and as much 
molaffes, the reft being water, fcum, and dregs; out 
"of which they alfo make riim; but^molafles makes the ' 
beft fpirit: It is alfo obferved, that one hundred 
Weight of fugar makes but about thirty-three pounds of 
iingle-refined, and about fouitecn pounds of double-* 
i-etined. 

Sugar is the eflential fait of the plant, which is good 
iFor the breafl and lungs to fuiooth their roughuefs; 
therefore good for hoaifenefs and attenuating phlegm j 
for although fugar feems fweet to the palate, yet there is 
a great acidity in it; for 1 can draw from it a fpirit as 
corroding almbll as aquafortis^ and therefore fugar de- 
cays the teeth, and makes the gums fofc and fcorbutic^ 
if too mucJi ufed ; neither is it good for thofe troubled, 
with vapoursi hyfterics, or hippo's. 

There are two other forts of canes, that grow wild^ 
the one hollow and the other not, but full of pith like 
the elder : When they fpring up out of the ground^

Th6 large* 
hollow io!t, caUed be!l-pepper, pickled whil6 green^ 
is an ' xcel'cnr reli r.in ^ pickle or fauce for meat ; the- 
other fmal! red peppers, when ripe, taken and dried' 
in the fuii^ d'u\ th< ri grodnd with fait and pepper* 
fct'ofe ftopped in a bottle, are an excellent relilher to' 
lauce for fi(h ov fl( Oi, and commonly called kyan butter* 
All ihefe Ibits ot pepper are much more #f a burning'

Iicat than white or black pepper. Some punifli theii^ 
flaves by putting the juice of thefe peppers into theit 
^yts, which is ah unfpeafcable pain for a liale while ; 
and yet, it is faid that fome Indians will put it into 
their eyes before they go to ftrike fifli, t6 ihuke thern 
fee clearer. 

Thefe peppers (top vomiting, create ah appetite'^ 
and ftrengthen the ftomach, if rightly prepared ; feme 
I have known to fwallow a certain number of theni 
whole, as fome do cudehs\ for the pain in the ftomach 
and cholic^ they powerfully provoke the terms, facili- 
tate birth and after-birth, and are good againft gravely 
or tartarotis flimy matter that breeds the ftone in the 
kidnies or bladder. But I woiild not advife any per- 
fon that labours urider venereal fymptomsi or thofe 
who are hefilicali to meddle with them. When in- 
fufed or digefted irt fpirits of wirie, it takes off much 
of their violent heating arid inflaming qualitvi and they 
ate theti great provokers of urirte, curing .drOpfies. In- 
fufed in oili they take away the numb palfy^ or lofs of 
the ufe of the limbs • and, iriixed with goofe greafe^ 
Ircfolvc irtipofthurries that come from cdld, (id 

Near St. Michael de Sapa, in the Vale of Arica^ 
tHey cultivate the &gi^ that is Guinea pepper ; where 
there are feveral farrhs which have no other produci: 
but this pepper. The Spaniards of Peru dre fogene-i 
rally addiSed to that fort of fpice, that they Can drefi 
ittt) meat without itj though fo very hot and biting^ 
that their is no enduring of it^ unlefs well ufed to it.

tiian afphodd. This herb is pcftoral, purges |>hlegiiei^ 
and expels windy humours, (ic^

This tree and fruit are fo well known in Amcricai r^ 
cfpt*ciallym Bnizil an i in Jamaica, that they need no* 
particular dcfciiptioh. The ftone of this apple ap*'^ 
pears before the fruit itfelf, growing at the end iri the ^ 
iPc^pe of a kidney, as big as a walnut* Some of the ; 
f:nit are all red, fome all yellow, and fome mixed with ^ 
b^>th red ani yellow, and others all white, of a very ^ 
pleafant tafte in genera! ; but there is a great variety, a^ ^ 
iomc more fha?p or tart, fome like the tafle of cherries^ ^ 
otn< svcr\ rough jike uniipe apples, but moft of theni ^ 
fwecr and p:i^a(*inr, and g( nerally goes ofF with a re«* ^ 
flVingency or {hpncii:y upon the tongue, which proceed* , 
from lis toug) fibres tiiat run longvvay through the 
fiuit; wh n cut v'ith a knife, it turns it as black as 
in^. Tijrre are fome of the fruit bigger than others^ 
bar the peii-ra iy of them are as big and much of the - 
fl) jn: oi Frc!:ch p'Duins, and make an excellent cy-* 
dcr or wine, I, xiaving aiarjje oichard of about three . 

hundred 
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ondred treesj after the market was glutted with them^ 
di^Uiled a rpuit from tlicm far exceeding arrjcki rain^ 
or brandy, of which I hey made an admirable punchy 
th^t wuuld proi^oke urine powerfully. The flowers 
arc very fniilK and grow in tufts, of a carnation colour, 
'and very odoriferouij. The leaves much refemble the 
^EngHfh walnut-tree leaves in' (hape and fmell, and are 
as effetluai in old ulcers, cleaniing and iieaJmg them* 
being decoSeda and the ulcers wafhed with it. 

The nut hath a very caultic oi!, lodged in little 
j^artitiohs betwixt the two outward coats which will 
flame violently wheil put in tlic tire. Tliis oil cures 
the herpes, cancerous arid malignant ulcers abounding 
Vith rotten flelh ; it alio kill:* worms in ulcers and chi>- 
goes ; it taktis away fi eckie.s and hver fpots^ but it draws 
blillcrs^ therefore mull becautioudv made u(e of, and 
fome make ilTucs With them ; it alfo takes away corns^ 
bill you muft have a very good dt;ft nfive round the 
corn, to prevent innarrtiag the part. The infide ker- 
nel is Very pleafant to eat, when young and before the - 
fruit is come to its ripenefs, ext^eediilg any wafnut; 
and, when older and drier, roalied* they eat very plea- 
faiit> exccedLngpiflachia^nucs or almonds^ and, ground 
tip with cacao, make an excellent chocolate. The 
gum of this tree is very white and tranfparent like 
glafs. It hath been obferved, that poor dropfical 
fla\*es that have had the liberty to go into a cafhew- 
Walk, and cat whaj; calhews they pi cafe, and of the 
roaded nuts, have been recovered, 

Thefe trees are of a quick growth; I have planted the 
nut, and the young trees have produced fruit in two 
years time, and wi!l keep bearing once a- year for forty 
or fifty years, nay, a hrmdredj by what I can under- 
fland, if no accident attends them. Many are now 
fiour;fliing in Jamaica thac were planted when liie Spa-

. , 1$ well known in Jamaica. The root of thi^ plafijt 
.jhfiakes a very good and wholefome btead, notwithftand- 
ing the juice is a deadly poifoh, called fnanipuer^^ 
.wbei:efore great care is taken to prefs out all its juice; 

: and then, dried in the fun, beat, and finely fifteit}^ 
and baked upon a flat broad round iron^ commonly 
.Called a baking-flonei they make the cakes as bro^ 

- as a hat, which, buttered while hot, eat like an oafr. 
cake. 1 have feen feveral bad accidents happen tp 
negroes newly come to Jamaica, and ftrangers to 
the root, who have eat of it only roafted with its juici?, 

. which hath poifoned them : 1 he fymptoms are, firft, 
.a pain and fickncfs of the ftomach, a fwelling of tl^ 

r .whole abdomen, then violent vomiting and purging^ 
giddineis of the head, then a coldnefs and (hakingi 
. dimnefs of fight, fwoonings, and death, and ailing 
;few hours. The exprelfed juice of the root is very 
iWeet to the palate, but foon putrifies and breedi 
worms, called iopuea, which are a violeiit poifon, and 
.which Indians too well know the ufe of: They dry 
•thefe worms or maggots, and powder them; whicjh 
powder, in a little quantity, they put under their 
thumb-nat], and^ after they drink to thofe they inteiyi 
to poifon, they put their thumb upon the bowl, and 
fo cunningly convey the poifon; wherefore, when \^e 
fee a negro with a long thumb-nail^ he h to be mif- 

'4rufted. The only and quickefl; remedy for caffad^* 
poifon is, firft to give a vomit of ipecacuaria, and then 
the juice or powder of nhambi, which I thall mentio)i 

:.|x£:Eeafter. Caffada bread, milk, and fweet oil, make 
an admirable poultice to ripen and break any fwellingw

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There is a fort of calTada which is called fweef^ fot 
it may be eaten raw, or roaded like a potatoe, with- 
out any mannt^r of prejudice or hurt^ bemg very noui* 
rilhmg, and makes a very iine white flour ; ihis bears 
a large berry^ 

There is another plant, called wild calfada^ and is 
known by no other name by the people in Jamaica, 
tut for what reafon 1 cannot tell, it being in no re- 
fpeft like the other caffada ; they grow wild in every 
favanna. In the months of March and Aprilj there 
is found, in the infide pifli of the foot«ftalk, a hard 
knotty excrefcence, of an oval Ihape; hard and yeU 
lowifh, of divers fizes, as from a hazel-nut to a hen*s 
egg: I never could find what ufe they are of; only I 
have obferved the boys will powder them and give it 
for fnuff, which will burn and tickle the riofe, and 
caufe greater fneezing than white hellebore, I am 
apt to believe they will purge violently; for the young 
tops ot this plant, boiled and buttered, arc often giveii 
in the dry belly-ache, as alfo in clyfters, purging vio* 
lently when nothing elfe would go through the patient* 
The feeds are like a fmall Tie nm ^ and^ if they are not 
the triie gratiadilla, yet they purge as ftroaglyi for 
two br three feeds, given by themfeives, or mixed witb 
pills; quicken the piirging quality, I knew a prafti- 
tioner who always made up pill ex ductus with add!-, 
tion of thefe feeds, which made the pill work ftrongef 
and quicker, and kept it always moiil. You make the 
pill thus: Take wild cajfada-ferds ku/ked, three ounces^ 
cavthgia, coliquiniida^ and fcammony, of each ons 
cunce ; make a pill according to art; tht^ dofe is two or 
three f mail o^cj. They will purge very biilkly all wa^ 
tery humours.

•There are two forts that I know growing in Ame-*I 
ffea, whofe trees are very large, with winged leaves^ ' 
four 6r five (landing on each fide of the ftalk, like ' 
EtigKlh afhj long and fharpwpointed ; the flowers are ' 
yellow and large^ with five leaves with thrums in th^ ' 
ixtiddle^ fmelling very fweet; one thrumv which is tht^ 
ftyltg is longer than the reft and crooked, and is fixed 
to the pod as it grows. The pods differ much as to *^ 
therr length ; viz. from twelve inches to eighteen ; I 
baive fe.en feme above thirty inches long. It gently 
purges.

They take it as hot as they 
can, in bed, covering themfelves clofe to provoke 
iWeati ' ThV plant fmells like natural balfam ; and is 
rt gfSat a fweetener of the blood, that it is a fpecific^ 
ih pleuriiies and fevers, and is ufed inftead of the je-* 
fiiits balrk.

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Ing many five-leaved flowers^ of af pale-blue colourV 
fet in a double row on the upper fide of the branches^ 
and turned like a fcorpion's tail. Like the heliotropts'^ 
it cleanfeth and confolidates wounds and ulcers,. and 
is good agairtft iniBaminations of the fkin. It is boiled 
with cocoa-nut oil, to cure the ijting of fcorpio^s aucf 
the bite of a mad dog. 

Two forts of clove-ftrife grow in America; firft, the 
broad fort, which Fuillce calls onagra laurifoliw Jlvr^ 
amplo pentapctalo ; the fecohd fort is the female or lef* 
fer, called ona^ra minor Jlore liiteo pentapetalo. Th[c 
Indians ffigWy efteem thefe two Ihrubs, making a poul- 
tice of the leaf, which mollifies arid diffolves all Kinds 
of tumoiirs, which are very common in thefe parts*

T^is herb is famou's in the hi dories of Peru, tb^ 
j^di^tts' fancying' it adds much to their ftrength; otber« 
affirm, that they ulc it for charms; as for i>iftan(iei 
when the mine or ore is hard to work, they throv/' 
upon it a handful of this herb chewed, and immedi- 
aftefy'gct^ont thcTaid ore with nioreeafe and in greater 
quantity, as they fancy. Filhermen alfo put foiiae of 
tlris herb chewed to their hook, when they can take no* 
fijfh, and they arc faid to have better fuccefs thereupon. 
In (hort, they apply it to fb many ufes, moft of them 
bad, that the Spaniards prohibit the ufe of it; for 
they believe it hath none of Hibfe efFefts, but that 
what they attribute to it is done by tbe compaft the 
Indians have with the devil. The leaf is a little 
imooth, and lefs nervous than that of the pear-tree; 
the ftirub does not grow above four or fiv^ feet high. 
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Xhc p-catcft quantity grows about thirty leagues frony* 
Cicada, among the Yunna^, on the frontiers of ih4' 
Yunc^/iQS. Tiic taftc of it \i, fo haifli^ th.it it fleas thcj- 
iQOgues of fuch as are not uftd to it ; it occafions the 
fpirting.of a loathfomc froth, and makes the Jndians- 
yfho cheiy it continually ftink abominably^ It is (aid^ 
to fupply the want of food, and that, by the bdp of 
it^ a man may live fcveral days without eating, and not 
be fenfibly weakened.

low ilh colour, the lip covered wiih a purple farina ; the 
truit is hexangular^ two or three inches long, contain- 
ing fiic cells, full of fmall fiat odoriferous yellowiOi^ 
brown feeds^ of the ftiape of an heart. The roots and 
feeds are very bitter, hot, and odoriferonSj and are 
inoft excel It: nt alexiphannic:? or connter^poifons^ 
ftrengthening the hearty ftomacbi and bratrt ; they 
cure the bites erf ferpents, and the poifdn of Indian 
arrows. I am of opinion, it exceeds the Spanifii con-- 
trayerva, efpecially in dropGes^* I have feen wonders 
done with tt : It drives mit the fmait-pox, meafles^ * 
fpgtted fevers, plague, or any malignant diffemper; : 
it gently purges fome by ftool, but never fails working.; 
powerfully by urine, and fometimes by fweat, I have 
known it recover feveral in lingering diflempers, when 
their appetites have been wholly loft and the ufe of 
their limbs, and that only by drinking a Cmple decoc^ 
tion of the root in water; but in wine it makes the 
beft (lomachic, it being CKceiEve bitter and aromatic j 
alfo this makes the beft bitter wine in the world, ex* 
ceeding all in the difpenfatories, or Stoughton's drops; 
andfc if you add ft eel to it, it cures the green Ockneis, 
dropfies, opens all obftrudions, fweetens the bloody 
and reftores it to its due craiis. 
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CoopF.Rs Withe, 
This withy plant is fo cilled becaufe coopers make 
lioopsof its Iblks or withes, being very tough and flexiblej 
and although this plant doth not climb or twift round 
•other plants, ytt it cannot fiipport itfelf, but, growing 
•t)y the fide of any tree, it leans upon it, and, by its 
in iny branches;, will overfpread it. It hath a leaf of 
■the breadth and (hape of laurel leaf^ but not fo thick 
or glofTy ; its flowers are iriodorous, ni'ixed with pur- 
ple ftreaks ; and theii follow fmall round berries^ 
^growing all along the fpikes or twigs of the fhrUD, ill 
c;olour, ihape, and bignefs of elder berries, for which 
Veafon fdme call it Spdnifli elder; tut that is another 
plant. It hath en uncomrhort excrefcertce; that is 
found growing among the branches at one time of the 
year, which is in ftiapc exaftly like the ftomach of i, 
inan, having a Ihiri nienibrane 6y flciii over it, inter- 
woveti varioufly with innumerable Tmall rcddifti veins J 
\t adheres to a t^der foft ftalk; which runs through the 
Tipper part of the excrefcence* This plant is of divert 
phyfical ufes. Befs Walker^ who kept i taverri id 
•Port-Royil in Jarnaicai before the gredt earthquake iri 
1692, ufed to make a famous drink, reckoned of iifc 
in venereal cafes; for which fhe boiled the young 
ten ler withe fliced in water with a little lignum viicc 
bark, woikcd it up with fugar or mela fifes, and then 
iottled it ; it drank brifk like bottled ale, only bit- 
teifh. It is a good flomachic, and opens obftruftions; 
The Indians make a bath of this plant ; they ftrip^ 
naked, and place themfelvcs fo as to receive the fumes 
or (leam of the liquor, being covered all over with ^a 
blanket or pavilion, after which they are put to bed^ 
and rub!)ed very well ; by this method^ they recover 
the ufe of their weak and numbed limbs^ and comfort 
their bowels.

'I never faw any ted in Jamaica or Amerita; but 1 
liave often feep red worts ftickinjg to the white coral^ 
as big as peafe. The white coral is fo plentiful in Ja- 
^tnaica, that they .burn it, and make a very white lim^e 
for building. I am of opihion, that the White is everjr 
way as medicinal as the red ; the corallines are laid to 
kill .worms, but it doth not {land to reafoti.

And, firfti oiF the ufeful fhrub that fo much cloth is 
taiade of, althoughit is but a.ftirubi that feldom rifes 
above ten or twelve feet. Its large leaves hav,e five 
points, in Chape of the Englifli maple or fycamore; the 
fmaller leaves^ nearefl the fruit; have otily three pointy, 
of a deep-green. The flowers are like the tree-mallow; 
br holy hock, but not fo open, of a yclloiv colour; 
they are fupported wuH afoot^ffalk arid green cup;

To part the feeds from the cot- 
ton, they have a little inftriiment, called a gin^ with ' 
two rollers as thick as a finger, ahd^ with two wheeis^ 
turning contrary Wdys, pinching the cotton, arid drawing; ' 
it through between the two rollers, leaving the feed be^ 
hind, Thefe feeds are faid to be good againfl th'd 
bloody flux, and are counted pe£loral; the oil dears 
the 1km of ipots and freckles* ^. 

Cotton-Tree* ^ ' 

We have two forts of large cotton-trees in America ;' 
6ne whofe wood is more red, the other very white, arid 
tears a fruit as big as a large cucumber ; which, at a 
certain time of the year, opens, and lets drop a fiirie 
down or filk cotton, which, with indiiflry, may be 
found to be of great ufe, I believe in hats> in the room 
of beaver • but at prefent of no known ufe among the 
Spaniards or EngliQi. There are fome pf thefe trees 
fo large as to make a canoe that will carry fifteen or 
twenty hogftieads of fugar^ each hog(head weighing

Hound's Tongvi. 

This grows in the moft barren parts of South-Anie-^^ 
Tica, where it is called ylo. It grows about two feet 
j^b, with blue flowers. In fome parts of PerOj, tliejf. 
l^ve no 6ther fort of fuel to clear their quick^filvec 
irom i^eir filver,, and to mdk it dowa. 

}NO^Aiff Shot^ 

Tiijs is fo called from its feed being rounds bisck^^ 
ajeid fo hard, that^ blown through a trunk or pitb> it 
ijirtll kill fmall birds ; they are drilled through, and 
ftrung to make beads and bracelets. It grows exafily 
Hke. the Indian arrow-root, only the flower of this is 
of a moft beautiful fcarlet colour.* The leaves are

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tooling and cleanrmg; applied to the hypochondres; 
Vith water-lily and aninora-oi!, they abate the hard* 
nefs of the fpleen. The juice of the root corrcfts the 
corrofive poifon of rricrcury fubiimatc; dropped into 
the ear, eafes pain; and, mixed i^ith fugar, and ap^ 
plied to the navel as a catapU[ni^' aires a dicibetes. ;

This plant is called mi and dniL It is a fmall 
plant, that grows about two feet hjgh» hath a blue 
grcenifli lta)k, whofe leaves are more blue, fmall, an J 
roundilh, about rfie bignefs of fenna; the flowers ird 
Very fmall, fpiked, and of a purple or reddiflb colours 
fucceeded by a fmall crooked pod, about an inch long* 

The way of making indigo is fo difficult, that miny 
planters never obtain it : I had' a Papaw negro that 
would make indigo with any man in Jamaica ; and, 
when they mifcarried in making it, would fend far atid 
neaY to know of him the reafon, and to remedy it : I 
ihuft confefs I never pretended to direct him. Tft« 
whole dependanCc is in due ftecpihg the weed, artd 
Seating its liquor. Now, knowing fe^ in Europe know 
how inrdigo is m^de, no more than they do fugar, I 
i^ill juft give a fpecimen of it. The feed is fown im 
rows by a line, and, if they have good feafonable wca^ 
ther, that is moderate fllowers of rain, the weed will 
be fit to cut in iix weeks time, which is done with a 
crooked knife, in the fliape of a fickle, but not jagged, 
and arC; called indigo-hooks. Then they have three 
l^ats or cifterns, into which they put the weed* and? 
preCi it down with their feet as clofc as rhey can, and^ 
when full, they lay large flicks over it, which are prefTed 
down with beams that go acrofs the cifterns, faftened in 
a poll m the ground, four or five feet deep; all which 
is to keep the iveed from liCng up when they put wa- 
ter 
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fer to it» which they do as much as it will imbibiL 
and over-top it five or fix inches ; which^ in twenty^ 
fpur hours^ w^ll grow fo hot that you cannot pyt your 
band into it^ end it will l^oil and bul^bie like a pot

have boxes on purpofe ; if into lumps, which they call. 
fig indigo, they put fpoonfuls, orlumps^ upon a^cjotk 
^retched out, and dry it in Mie iVin. 

Befides the common indigo, there is another fort, 
called wild indigo, whofe leaves are much fmailer than 
thq iormer^^ but i« more hard and woody^ growixig fomev 
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ics eight or ten feet high ; whofe ftalks are of th^ 
aignefs and colour of Englifh broom, but the floiyef 
ind feed are exaftly like the former.

; sphere are four foits of thefe admirable purging

fJiem grow five-leaved white flowers, upon a little foot-* 
laik, and a caplula at molt like a role ; after whtc^ 
come reddifh-brown berries, of the fue of a fmall 
%:heir)', and black when npe; within is a white juicy 
pulp, mcluliug twoycilowifh feeds, hard^ and in lliapc 
pi a lentil- fljc root^ whea freth gathered^ is of a 
dark-brown colour, of an ifupleafant llroiig fmell, a 
hot and Lharp butenlh tade, and, when well dried, wilj 
Iceep for many ycar5# The fii 11 of it that was broughf 
into France was in tlie year 1672, bv Monfieur Ic 
Gras, a piiyfician, who had made three voyages to 
America, but coacealed the name of it^ and called vt 
the Indian root. After him. Abbot Bour deLot made 
ufe of it; but Helvetius {however he came by it, or 
the knowledge of its vntutsj wa^ the only per Ion that 
Kas taijied tor the ufe of it in all forts of flaxes of tiic 
bowels, which gained him grvat reputation for the cu- 
rfng that diilemper; Upon whicn, after the king of 
France was trujy fatisfitd ol the great cures he per* 
formed, fae purchafcd the knowledge of his medicine^ 
which proved to be this root* The kmg fatisfied Hel* 
vetius for bi« difcoverj^ appointed iitm pii^ Ucun to 



bne of his hofpifals^ and made the root known td w 
his fubjcfts in France; where it was fold for man^ 
years at 3 /. per pound. 

a. The other root is like this^ tiut whiter and 
weaker. 

The ufe 6f both thefe roots is to dire dyfenteriea^ 
and diarrhdbasi that isj bloody and other fluxes of thi 
bowels, by reinoving the tenacious mdrbiBc xnatte^ 
jfrorn the part aflFe6ted^ expelling it by vomits anil 
fometimcs by ftool ; after which it aftringes, binds; and 
Bri-ngthens the tone and faculty of the bowels; refto* 
ting the perfon to his former health* 

3. The taap'd, whofe root is thiclc, fofr; aild vcr* 
rticoiis; like, the othtr fort; and full of tender fibres or 
filaments} ffom which root fpring three or four round 
ftalks, having but one fingle leaf, of a bright-green oil 
the upper fide, and on the under a little whitilh. It* 
f)ears a flower like a daify, round as a navel^ on a 
fingle ftalk, withiriaiiy fmall (ladles, whichform them^ 
felves int_6 a berry, containing a feed lefs than muftard^ 
{ttd. The virtue and efficacy of this root is the f^mti 
with the aforefaid roots; but it is accounted more an* 
tidotal, expelling the poifon of aconitt or wolfiibanej 
and other like fous of poifons: 

4. The caatagd. This excellent plant fcarce rifej 
the height of a hand; with one tender four-fquarJi 
ftalk, which is always green, partly lyittir on the^ground/ 
putting out at the joirfrs fmall roots, which run again 
into the earth; at which joints there come out twt> 
fmail leaves, Handing oppofite to each other, in forni 
and bigncls of money-worr, but rougher, and jagged 
on the edjyes like vervain, fpeedwell, or germander, ol 
a pale-green, and at every pair of leaves are very fmall 
white hooded flo;vers ; after which come the feed^vef-* 
fels, in bignclb and form of oats, which opening of 

' themfolvM 
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themfeives flied a vtry fmall round ycllowifii feed, left 
than the fmalitft poppy-feed. The whole plant hath 
liulc or no fmell, but is of a bitter taftc. It growa 
generally in meadows and moilt favannaa. ^ 

The roots of this plant are very tmall and fibrousi 
»nd of a Tub- bitter tafte. The tndre experienced in^ 
liabitants of Brazil efieem it as one of their moft nobk 
purging plants* The juice or a deco£tion of the planti 
or the root itfelf in powder, given in a fmall quantityi 
fo tlrongiy moves the menfes, that it i& not fafe tof 
Womeil with-child to take It, btcaufe it purges by ftool 
at the {ante time* The dofes of all theie forts of rooti 
are from a fcruple to two, drinking with it green tea^ 
or thin poifet drink. You may alfo gently infufe tho 
root in warm water> which pour off, and that will 
gently purge ; and the remaining root, dried and ^ul4, 
Verized, u more fit for weak perlon:* for all the af6re-« 
i^id purpofcs* 

Iron-Wort* 
We have a fort of this plant growing in Jamaiei# 
It hath a four-fquare ftalk, rifing to about three feet 
high, from a white fibrous root* From each fide of 
the ftalk come out two leaVes, oppofite to one anotherj 
cxaftly like iron-wort, and of the bignefs of fig-wort. 
Towards the top come out, all the way from the foot 
of the leaves^ fphetical heads, as big a!id tike wild hops 
(and therefore fo Called by fomej, made up of a great 
many white flowers, ftandingclofe and round togetfier^ 
Upon an inch- long foot- ftalk, like the meadow purple 
trefoil; after which follow many fmalt black Ihining 
feeds; which make the whole he^d (hew black. Thil 
plant hath a fpLcific cjuality to heal all wounds^ and 
flop all fluxes of blood and other humours, A de* 
cocH(m of this plant, with honey, makes an excellent 
Q^guti^-Wditer^ and iur lore thro^iis^

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Jaborahb. 

In AcienCt are divers forts of this plant. The Er| 
foTt hath a yellowifti crocked root, full of fibre*, 
in fmell and tafte is like ihc pellitory of Spain ; fronjj 
which root arifes ^n afh or giey coloured tender flal^ | 
funning npnght for a little way^ and then dividing iWI 
felf into branches^ putting out upuri a foot* ft a Ik thtee 
leaves, tharp-poinred like a fpear, with many veins of 
m pale or whitjQi grcciai ftfcni ing rough and hairy^ but 
fofc to the touch. It hath a tetrapetalcus 0|^ fpur-** 
leaved Hower; after which follows the f^ed* m a double 
capfula, like hcrmp^ compr**ffrd, and in Qi^pe like 4 
heart. This plant is a grtat antidote again ft poifoni 
and Pifo aflBimeth, that a captain i» Brafil, who was 
poifoned by eating- venomous mullirooms, was imme^p 
diatcly cured by a native Indiin^ in the prereoce of the 
P. ince of Nafl^iu, only by caking the juice of thii pl^titi. 

The ftcond fort is like the fiill, but onl)' the leave&j 
are much larger, and of a deeper green colour, and^ 
the fbilk' more knotty or reaved at an equal dillance. 
The vjrtnes and ule aie much the fame« 

The thud fort is like the briyiy which fonic call 
Spanilh elder^ The lourth fort Sir H. Sloane calls 
piper ionium i t?c Thefe two forts are of the fame 
virtues as the fir ft,, but not fo puwcifuh 



Thefe roots Are called michoacan: There arc two 
forts, white and black ; the black is moftly uftd, and 
is called jalap- It dtffeis Jittle or nothing from the 
fonr o'clock flower; but it is certain that this fort- 
bath niore refin in it than "any other michaccam^ which is 
the purging quality, and therefore of more ufe, Choofe

rometimes with earlets, and fome of the leaves without- 
The flowers are monopetalous l(nd tubular, with four 
indentSi and of art incarnate or pale rofe colour with* 
out-fide, and within^ towards the bottom of the flower* 
of a purple colour, flandmg in a calyx; and after 
the flowers come the feeds, as big as peafe, but a littM 
comprefled as if trianguhir^ cont^ned in a ciftus whicli 
Hands out like a navel* The root, on the outfide^ is 
brown, a little rough, of nn oblong Ihape, and large.

Jessamipt* 
There is at great variety and plenty m jamaica.'^^ 
The true or wild jeiTamin is a very large tree, gi owing 
witd in woods. It hath long large thick leaves, in 
fhapc of a large laurel, with a milky juice, and hath 
white odoriferous flowers, perfuming the very wooda 
they grow in : But the Arabian jeHamin, which hath^ 
a fine white flower, like to orange or lemon flowers^l 
exceedeth all the re ft in fwectnefs, Jcflamins, diftil-j 
Jed, make a beautiful wa(1i, and perfume at the fame! 
time. The inhabitants rriake a wonderful fweet oil of

Its b^rk is thicks of an a{b colour, 
j^nd a-ery odoTiferoust fmelliog fomcibing like amber«> 
gris, from whence it hath its name. The Indians call 
it ccocolf or eccfols, T^hey are plenty in New Spaio« 
The Spiniards call this gum nairualu^ for it^ great 
virtues in womens diftempcrf, as hardnels of the wombi 
epeningobftiudions; it prevents hyfteric (it5i, and curci 
the fifiida in ano, and all other wounds* I have 
Inown defperata ulcers of the throat cured by it, 
$nd quinfies and fore mouths. It is good in fciafrtti 
iheumaufms, weatnefs of nerves^ and contrattcd lincwis* 

Liquorice- 
I have feen the European liquorice grow very wcU 
in gardens; but we have two forts of plants that hava 
a liq^orice^Laflc : The one is a vine, whofe leaves have 
the true tafle of liquorice, and is therefore called wild 
liquorices It bears a red fruu^ in ftiort pods like peafe; 
ij winds itfelf round any Ihrub it comes near, rifiojj ta 
the height of the tree; the ftalks are ^bout the bignefii 
of a goofe^quill, fet with winged leave Si of equal num^ 
ber on a fide> oppofue to one another; it hath a fpi- 
Iced clofe papylionaceous.&pwer, of a pale purple, and 
is pea fafbion ; after which follow Qiort greenilfa pods, 
but black when dry, which contain three or four fear- 
let peafe, with a black fpocon that part it fticks to. 
Inhere grow in both the Indies. In the Eaft- Indies^ 
they make necklaces of the fruit or peafe, which they: 
fay prevent the children thaj. wear thein from the fevctj 
make them breed their teeth eafy, and prerent cramps 
and convul lions. They are of a marc beautiful red than 

red 
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red coral ; and, if for nothing elfe^, they mate beau* 
tlful tieckuces. I knew a g^ntleriian in Jamaica thaC 
^ade a tea of the leaveSj and drank of it mkny^yearsj^ 
which he faid kept him in good, hejliii. I have oftm 
ordered a pdfan of the leaves with good fuccefs id 
c holies* The root of this plantj although it hath not' 
t)2e talle of liquorice, yet it bath the colour, both out- 
fide and infide, of Eogiiih liquorice-root, I have 
oblerved fheep to feed greedily upon its. leaves. 

The other wild liquorice is a ftiort upright (hnib, 
which fome call fweet-wecd* The whole plant tailed 
like hquoriccp Its ftalks are hcxanguJar, branching 
out every way like a little trce^ about a foot and an 
half or two feet high, befet very thick with leaves, three 
at a place, without foot« (talks, and about half an inch 
broad and three quarters long, fcrrated about the 
edges, and of a grafs-green colour* Ex alii folionm 
come the flowers^ on a quarier of an inch flalk* whiqh 
are whitifh-blue, and tetrapetalous, with many Ramina 
Handing round; t^ien follows a little round head| o^ 
feed-velTel, not much bigger than gre^t pina heads^^ 
contiiining fuch fmall brown feeds as ^an hardly be dif^* 
ccrned. Three fpoonfub of the expretfed juice of this 
plant, given morning and nig tit for thrte or four day5« 
is an infallible remedy for a chough.

Livga*^ 
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This plant I found growing in great plenty about ^ 
mine at St. Faith's in Jamaica^ or the fhady banks of 
the river-Gde^ and alio about tiie hoc fprings to vrind^ 
Ward, i-ivcr-worts are fo called from their great virtue- 
in (;uring difeafcs of the liver, and confequently arc 
good in the jaundice. They gently purge choler; 
bruifed. and boiled in beer, and drank plentifully ofj' 
they help in a gonorrhoea and female weakne^ ; oat« 
wardly applied, are faid to cure malignant fcabs, tet- 
UrS| and ring-wonn$; and co cleanfe and heal old ulcers* 

Locus-Trek. 

It is alfo called loius tree. We have three qr four 
^rts of them. 

1. This tree bath a very beautiful reddi(b flower; 
^ts fruit is about the bignefs of the American clammy! 
f hcrr}', of a yeljowifh colour^ and very pleafant to cat, 
which men and birds covet; but they have much ftohe 
in them, which i^ the feed. The bark of it cures in-^^ 
termitting fevers as ^irell as the jefuits bark^ as I hare' 
often experienced, and that in the fame proportion or 
quantity'; and the bark taken from the limbs andl^' 
branches is of the i^e colour, iti all re(peds, asthe^ 
Peruvian quilUbark, which is reckoned the beft. : • t' 
knew a praftitioner of phyfic in Jamaica, who ufed OO/ 
other for many years in fevers, but kept it as a fecree 
from what tree he had it> moft people fuppofing it waft £ 
the bully-tree bark, but he affirmed to me that it wai- 
not. I at laft got out of a negro, that ufed to gather 
ir.for him, what tree it was, which I found to be thi#* 
fort of locus (there being two or three other forts).g' 
upon which I ufed it in intermitting fevcr5, in the roorn^ 
oty.'\\i:fz hark, with the like lttcc!c&, ...

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The flowers of this tree arc more yellow, and its 
fruit much fmaller, fcut bf the fame nature. 

3, The fir ft I ^ver faw of thefe trees was about 
twenty-feven years pa(t, at one James Pin nock's, at 
Liguanca in Jamaica, who told me it was a Barbadoes 
locus-tree: II was a fine large fpreading tree, in big-^ 
ncfs and fliape of the En|;Iilh beech-tree. The fruit 
is broad and thick, with a hard Ihell, and about lix 
inches long, of a cinnamon colour; wherein were three 
Or four round flat bJackiQi beans or ftones* bigger than. 
ihofe of the tamarind, inclored in a wbitifti lubflance 
of fine filaments^ as fweet as fugar or honey- Wbeir' 
Trefh gathered, it is faid to purge; which quality it lo» 
feth as it grows old. The juice or dccoflion of the 
leaves expels wind, and eafes the cholicpaio/by giving 
a llool or two. The inward bark deftroys worms i^ 
young or old^ 

Loo woo D» 
It 15 often called Carnpeche-wood, from the greats 
quantity growing in the Bdy of Campcche, where the; 
ilngliQi cut it, and fend it to Jamaica; but not with-i 
out great rifk and hazard of their lives, being in the 
dominions of the Spaniards, who often cut them off,': 
In the year 17151 I bad an Indian flave, that I fenC: 
dXiwn to the B^y of Campeche to cut logwood, whom I 
ordered to fend me up fomc of the leed of it, which he 
did ; and 1 ordered it to be planted in Jamaica, where 
it takes to growing admirably well, even in the worft 
of the lands; lo that there arc now feed-bearing trees

Mad Apples* 

TheTe are tribed among the f&UnuTfiSg or nights 

Slides ; 
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Ibadej; they are vulgarly called valangfiannap in jSJ 
tnaica. The only reafon^ that [ can find* why they 
tre called mad apples h, tecaufc tbey bear fome rc« 
iemblance to mandrakes : Some have fancied they wer^, 
the male mandrake, and, imagining them to be poU 
lonous^ did for that realbti call them mad apples : But I 
inow' by experience lb the contrary, having eaten ma* 
ny of them, both boiled and filed; but the bcft wray 
is to parboil them, taking off their outer ft in; whftb 
is a little bitter tfh^ and then fry them in oil or butter; 
I planted, above twenty years ago, half an acre of 
ground with them, on which my Oaves fed^ and were 
iJell pleafed with the food. They cat fotncthing like 
a i<]UiiIh, but better than any of the pompion kind • and 
are fo well known in America, as to need no particu- 
lar dcfcription. Angola negroes call them tongUt and 
the Congo negroes m4cufnha. 



OF which they make a fine thread called piia^ ari( 
we qA\ it ijlk-grafs. It is certainly one of Pifo's co- 
ragunim ; who faith, from magttcy they get honey, ' 
vinegar, and drink. Now it is certain, that excellent 
cTrink may be made from the pine; and I believe the 
juice, being fo fweet, may be boiled up to a fweet ex^ 
trafl like honey, and alfo its fweet juice, after fer- 
menting, will turn to good vinegar ; But of the pen-^ 
guin the natural juice is (harper than any juice of crabs, 
lemons, limCxS ar the (harpefl vinegar; and the fruit 
lome will eat of until they fetch the fkin off the tongue 
atnd make it bleed. Now he fiiith, the ftalks and leaves 
are good to eat, but none of them can be eaten; they 
do indeed make a fine thread. The wood, lie faith, 
ferves to cover houfes; but neither of thefe arc fit, for 
they have no wood ; Itsptickks or thorns for needles; 

neither 
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iieithcr of thefe hath fach long ftiarp prickles but very 
fhort crooked ones : And the Indians ufe the fruit ia- 
flcad of foap» By this it fiiould be the caragnaia that 
we call currata; for the leaf of that (not the fruit) 
niahy people ufe as foap for their hneh ; and almoit 
every houfekceper ules it to fcour their bowls^ diflies^ 
plates^ «nd fluovs. It 'hath a very large fleni, as big 
&s a man's leg, that they may cover their houles with; 
but it hath not prickles fit tor nced!es : So that I am at 
i lofs which of thefe three forts to aihgn the Chili ma^ 
guey to- It 15 certain, nothing of the currato can be 
catena Some Mexicans cait ihe currato maguey^ ani 
the penguin maguri prunorum / fo that it feems mofl- 
probable to be one of thefe» but chiefly tliis of curra^

iCfAHOfS- 

The firftl ever faw of thefe trees was above twenty 
years paft* Walking by the Rio Cobre, near St* Jago^ 
dc la Vega, in Jamaica, t obferved a very beautifiit 
Largs Qiady trec^ fall of green leaves, large and round* 
{tuck full of fine r^d flowers ; and^ upon a flrift exaw: 
mination, I found it to be one of the tree-mal!ows» Its - 
(lower has a httle fweeufh fcentj but in exa^ Ihapeanil 
colour of the red lily*

Majoe, f>r MacarV BitTiR. 

This admirable plant hath its name from Majo^ 
tn old negro woman fo called^ wbo^ with a fimplc de« 
codion^ did wonderful cures iii the moil (tubborh 
dilea'os, ais the yaWs, and in venerlsal cafes, wheti 
\he perCcn has been given over as incurable by {kilfii} 
jphy'ficians. becaufe their Herculean medicines failed 
them ; iffZ. preparations of mercury and antimony. 
It is alfo called Mn'cary birter, from its growing ih great 
plenty in the bay of Macary; and being a very bittef 
plant. I met with foihe of it growing in a ikirt of a 
Wood near Sr, J 'go de la Vega, in Jimaica: tt Wafi 
but a fmall tree that I faw, with winged leavies much 
like the Englifti afli; the flower I never faw; but. the 
fruic IS in c! 'titers, ih Oiape and bignefs of the Canary 
grape, {iifl grc\h» then of a bright fcarlet; and whe(k 
fu'i rif>e asbiatk as a damaicene plumb : It lisftK'ji 
yeiiowifh pulp, with a fu b- bitter tafte; thicil ^ lifir^ 
ftone, with a kernel or feed in it, all very li|tteh. Tl|ii 
plant was firlt fhewn (o tut by a planter, whb had done 
tna ;y excellent cures ariiongft his negro (laveSj, iti qI|(( 
inveterate ftubborn ulc ms, and that by only bo{i|ii]|j(| 
the bark and leaves, or flowers arid fruit if they hap(peii 
to be on ihe tree when wanted to make ufe of; giyjii^ 
them plentifully to drink, atid wafliing the fores wit^ 
fome of the decoftion ; then laying over them a leaf 
of the jack in the bufli, until their fores were healed.

Thi 
herbf root, and feed* allay inSammations, promote eX- 
pedoration, and expel urine, (lone, and gravel. A 
drachm of the root in powder, given every morning iti 
milk, is an excellent remedy in a gonorrhoea.

Mammee-Sapota.

Its fruit is alpiofl; as big, andiq 
fiiape of, a man's heart, only a little longer, and Iharper 
at the lower end ; the oi|t{ide is of a brown or rnSit 
colour, and very rough; the infide is a darkilh*red 
foft pulp, and lufcious eating, like a mamqlet ; in 
which are cc^ntained two, fometimes three, long cones 
or ftones, thick in the middle, and (harp at both 
ends, one lide rough, and would make good nutmeg-/ 
graters, and the other fide fmooth, black, and (hining- 
as poilible.

that ivilfully poironed himfelf with them, and a little 
before he died ^he confelTcd it, and would fain have 
iived : I obferved^ he complained of a great^heat^and 
'burning in his ftomach, but could liot vomit; hi^ 
tongue ftvelled, and was burning hot, as* he called it:; 
he was continually calling for water ; his eyes red and 
ilaring, and he foon expired. It is faid, the Indians 
^urthe juice of this tree, which is more corrofive than 
the fruit,, into the nidcs or notches of their arrowi, in 
"^rder to poifon the wound the arrow>5 make^ that tC 
rxnay not be healed or cured. I have experienced, that 
if you lay theie apples in a prefs where cockrcchc^ 
have got intoj they will foon forfake it*^ Although the 
rjince of this tree is fo venomous and (harp as to pvbt 
y^ut the eye immediately, when it hath happened to fljr 
into it by cutting the tree (for which reafon they xoalae 
^rcs round them^ and fcorch them very Well before

are counted good againfl thfe yellow jaundice, and'to'^ 
difcufs impoft|iumes; the roots bring away after-births r; 
the flower made into a conferve, with a little candieitf 
oiaxjge-peel, is a great cordial, comforting the heart* 
jind ftrengthening the ft'ortiath; the diftilied watCfrJ* 
with, fugar of lead, cools inflamed arid running ibic * 
cyes^^ eaiing the hot pain of them. 

Marsh-Trefoil, or Buckaanes. "i 

We have many forts of trefoil, and alfo a tnatfii*^; 
trefoil, or a fort of buclAane, growing in America:^ 
It hath a leaf hke that of the water-lilv, with a whitc^ 
flower. Marlh-trefoil, orbuckbane,- hath been of late* 
much experienced in PrufTia, to be a wondcrftil* te-HP:

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^Ka£Uon of the leaves in alej and drink a glafs thereof 
*^c\^ery four hours during thcparoxyfm; from whence 
they find great relief. The decoftlon hath both a 
irery di [agreeable fmell and tafte, but the plant may 
be rendered more plcafant if prepared into a ipiriti li- " 
ijuid exiraft, or fyrup. Dr. Robinfoii recommends 
this plant as hiigularly ufeful in hydropic cafes; and 
fays, he obferVed fcabby poor Iheep, which have been 
put into marihes abounding with this herb, have foon 
recovered and been made fat by eating thereof; and 
that the Germans and other nations highly eftcem it ; 
that in all defperate difeafes they have recaurfe to it, ^ 
^^ a panacea^ or tiniverfal remedy.

It is good againft the falUjig. fick^ 
nefs, is accounted a fpecifjc for molt difeafes pf th^r 
head, and is one of the chief ingredients in the f^n\oxi§ 
fulvis epilepticus of Riverius. The berries, . ,brui^ 
and the juice expreffed from them, mixed with linfeed 
oil^ and taken inwardly, cures pleuri&es, flitches and 
all pains of the iidesj relieves palfies, convulfionsj and 
cratpps ; made into a cataplafm, ripens fwellings and 
fchirrous tumours or impoflhumes. -:

American mofles arc much the fame with thofe of 
Jlnropfe, and of the fame virtues, differing in what 
they adhere to ; fomc of which are under water ; fome 
Spreading iipon the ground ; fome fticking to trees, 
wood, and fione; and fome fliekitig to rocks that are 
donftantly wafiied with fait water. I had two forts 
brought me from a place called Wreck-Reef, of the 
fub-marine coralline kind. 

The crutty mofs fpreads itfelf upon the rocks, after 
the manner of liver-wort, which the country people in 
Europe fi?rape from the rocks, and, being finely pow- 
dered, they tnake a moift malb, and puit it into veC- 
iels fit for dying the cloth they intend, which it doth 
of a purple colour. John Francis Abela, in his de- 
fcrifitton of Melita, mentions this mofs; which, he 
faith,' is by the country people called vercclla, which 
they dye wood with. 

' The other fort is fucus mirinus diBus roccella iinBo* 
turn : This makes a noble purple. JBefore the fucus 
id reduced into a tinflure, the internal part is a whitifh 
red, and the external blackifh. The lively colour 
thereof is drawn out by maceration in urine, fo by lit- 
tle and little they gain the tindure; and to fix it they 
ufe z little 'fdi alkali, or foda. In making this colour, 
they put five times the <^uantity of the plaiit to one of

There is an herb in Jamaica caMed mug- wort, th;

appears is this. It is full of branches, which are co^ 
vered with fmall white flowers; its leaves are very imich 
jagged or ragged like rag-weed. In Jamaica, it i$ 
called wild wormwood; the Spaniards call it c^rio 

Vjanta. I friw, in the year 1723, a very great cure 
pc-jtormtd upon a Jew, who, atter a fever and ague, 
had a violent inflammation and breaking out with fares 
l>n botrt his legs, which could not be cured by phyficj 
nor any ointment in the apothecaries fliops; at laf^, he 
w*is adviftrd to corho Ja7ita^ to make a bath of it* 
ivhjch he did^ bathing twice a-day; and in three 01 

' four days he was perfedly well, all his fores healed 
up, and the inflammation gone^ with the great pain 
tlut attended it.

There are three or four forts of iniifh rooms or fun^ir 1

Fungi albi vcntnati vifddi* Thefe grow fo lika 
the common inofFenfive fort, that fcveral perfons have 
l^^n deccivedt and killed by eating of them. The 
fymptom is, that foon after they have eaten of them a ' 
hiccough fei^es them^ then a cold or chillinefs all over 
the body> attended with tremblings, and, at laQ, con*- 
vulfionSj and death; for the circulation of the blood 
is Hopped- The antidotes again (I it are, the nakambu^ 
jahorand^ nkandiroia^ and fome other planti mentioned 
clfewhere. 

The other moft venomous fort is one that rifcs out 
of the grouEfd about fix inches high, roundmg^ anct 
hollow like a bladder, as red as fcarlet^ full of holes Uke 
fine-wrought net-work^ 

Musk-Ma'llow. 

Its ftalks are very hairy and rough; it hath a yelloirf 
flower, aimoft as large and like the cotton-fhrub; its 
leaf is like the okra ; its fnrit is as big as the round 
okra, and hexangular. The feed of this plant fmells 
as fine as any mufk, and it is therefore called the mulk-- 
mailcftr. The E^xypiian women fet a great value upo* ' 
it/ for it helps barreniiels ; it cures a ftinking breath, 
is a very great cordial, and expels wind* The feed if 
alfo called abdmvfch^ or bamia mofckata. 

Musk-Wood, 
This is vtilgarly and commonly called alligator- wood, 
I'hc bark of the tree is tiiin, of a whitifli-bvown

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<\'ithout ^nd rcddifli within, and of a mofl pleafat^ 
fccnt, like mufk. If you put a fmall piece of this^ 
bark into a f)ipe of tobacco, and fmoak it*, it will j^rL 
fume the room immediately.

^Gng tiie cholic. A bath or fomentation of the leavai 
rcleanfes and heals ulcers. All the myrtles are of a 
^hot biting reftrkigent quality. There is a myrtle ia 
jNorth- America which affords agrcat quantity of green 
^ax, of which they make candles in Carolina ; I have 
feen great quantities brought lo Jamaica, that burnt 
mty well. 

Nahamsu, or Nhamsi. 
J It iiath a fibrous root^ from which arifcs a pretty 
'l^thick hard lialfc, knotty, rough, and hairy; fo are the 
j^ranches, it h^\th a broad, juicy, green leaf, largely 
indented or dtvided, like tlie American celandine. 
From between the leaves come the flowers, on a long 
foot-ilalk, which are fingle and mQnopt:talous ; after' 
which, corner the fruit, whicb is round, and as big as 

a little 
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Tcd pod* which when ripe opens of itfclf, turning in* 
fide out, curling, and twifting, fhewjrtg a black bean, 
wifh a white poppy down fubftancc at one end, in the 
Ih-ipc qF a kidney. Upon this account, faid the Spa» 
niQi bifliop, nature points out the ufe of this plane; 
the bean itfelf is in (hape of the kidney, and that white 
poppy fubftance about it fignifies the fat of the kidney. 
It is the bark which is chiefly ufed : When deco£led^ 
it fmeils like new wort, but a little bitterifh; of which 
they muft drink plentifully; it worketh by urine. I 
have often gi\^en it with good fuccefs; but I am of 
opinion the fruit would be found to be prevalent if 
experienced, for the bark is fo ufed, that it is now 
rare to meet with a tree that hath not been barked, 

Nettlesi 
There ate tiiariy forts of nettles growing in Amcrkaj 
^nd foroe of thern more flinging than any in England* 
1 take the American nettles to have the fame virtoes 
as thofc of England* The flinging fort is good againtt 
tympanies or dropiies, occafioned by a ftoppage of 
urine ; The juice of the leaves is good for thofe that 
evacuate a viicid or purulent urine, which negroes are 
very fubje^ to; and, mixed with fugar, milk^ and a 
little flour oF brimftone, drives out and cures the itch* 
Thoft; that do not fling are much of the fame nature 
of thofe that do; for thofe that (ling, do it not by stny 
different heat of the plants but by thdr downy or hairy 
prickles being harder and ftiffer, piercing into the 
Ikin like points of needles; and when that Iharpnefs is 
taken away, either by the fire, or the heat of the fun^i 
thofe nettles fling no more than dead nettles^ whicll 
are good pectoral herbs, ^c. 
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Nhandxroba, or G^anoiroba. 
> The firft titnc I met with this plant was in St. Tho^ 
aD«( itt the Vale> in that pare called Sixteen-Mik W<ilt^ 
in Jamaica; where I faw it climbing and running ufi 
ia the tops of very high trees. It happened to have 
Jts &uit upon itt Its leaf very much refembles the 
fnglifh ivy-leaf; hut its fruit is like a green calabafb^ 
^aly it hall a circular black line round it^ atd two 09 
tiiree warts^ or little knobs; the infide of the (hell 13 
.full of white -flattifh beans^ inclofed in a white mem« 
branous fubftance ; and, when thorough ripe, the fruit 
turns brownifli as a ripe calabafh^ and the beans or 
nuts are then of a lightifh brown colour, and have a 
thin hard crufr, \p which is a whitilh kernel, full o€ 
oil, ahd exceffive bitter. The nuts or beans, which 
arc generally ten or twelve in a fliell, are fo clofe and

.*- Pifo faith, that he hasfeen whole families in-BraziU 
that have .had violent aches and pains, got by the nighlf> 
^r, who have been cured with the oil of thefe nuts^ 
.which they may eafily have growing in great plenty in 
20oft parts of America. It cannot be ufed in vi^uals^ 
being* fo exceffive bitter. A French gentleman, fbme 
jFcars paft, brought me from Peru fonje of thefe nuts^ 
and aOced me, if 1 knew what they were? I did not 
fetisfyhim whether I knew them, but aflccd him what 
'the Spaniards called them^ and what ufe they puttheia 
^ ? He told me, that the Spaniards called them avU^ 
Ja.; and. that they \.were worth their weight in gold tQi

From the joints where the leaves (land 
come forth feveral fmall ftalks, with flowers of a pale

Negroes 
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Negroes are troubled with a difteaaper in their ]eg|^ 
wUch they call a guinea-worm : Tlie firfl; appearance 
IS a hard fwelling, with much pain and in^ammation^ 
and fonie time after will appear^ through the flefh -and 
ficin. the hea^ pf the worm^ as fmall as a knitting*- 
ioeedle, which they take hold of^ and draw it a little;^ 
and get it round the quiUy part of a fmall feather; but 
if they draw it fo hard as to l^reak it^ many ill acci^ 
dents will attend the part^ and fometimes gangrexid 
fsnfue. Now, to ripen and forward the work, make 
a poultice as before directed, and lay over it one df 
the leaves, which will foften and briing the worm out;, 
by turning the feather every day, drawing a little at «ft 
:time, and by degrees the worm will come entirely oujji 
jwhich fometimes will be feyer^l yards long^ ^fid n^ 
bigger than a thread ; fometimes, barely anointii^ 
the part with the oil, and laying a leaf upon it, wil} 
do. The oil of this nut purges ftrongly ; and I knesr 
one that would boldly give an ounce or an ounce and 
an half, in what they call the dry belly-ache, which 
would go through the patient when nothing elfe wouid^ 
outwardly, it is good for cold aches and pains, at 
cramps alid contra£tioQ6.

Which is called zefamum^ or Jefamum Afrkanvm. 
The firft time i faw this plant, it was growing in ii 
uegrb's plantation, who told me, they ground the feed 
between two dones, and eat it as they do corn. I oY}m 
ferved it hath a Imall long fibrous root, from whence 
iprings up a Uraight fquare il!alk, like a nettle, two or 
•three feet high, fet about with long leaves oppofite to

Orsngf -pee{s are oiIv> bitter, anti hot, and therefore 
iWarni and comfort a cold ftomachj expel wind, and help, 
ligeftion ; chewed and fw a) lowed upon an empty fto-* 
mach, they prevent the choHc, My father, who was an 
experienced phyhcian, made a conferve of the pceKof 
fweet or china oranges, which he admin iftered in cold 
Vffcous humours of the lungs, and in that which fomd 
Call riling of the Kghts, great fpiiting, and flimy mattei^ 
in the glands, with good fuccefs^ If the flowers were 
added to it, it would make it more prevalent. The 
famous Boyie faith, orange-peels cure the cbolic; and 
EtmuUer faith, they provoke urine. 

The effence is a fpecific in the cholic i the prefcrved' 
"peel is a good ftomachic. Five ounces of the juice ta^ 
Iten at a time, drive forth putrid humours by fweat, and 
fiStftify the heart. The diftilled water of the flowers 
is very odoriferouSj and is good again ft contagious and 
peftilential fevers; it alfo hdps cold and moift infir- 
mities of the womb. The butter or ointment mada 
of the Bowers, and mixed with a little of its efTence, 
is excelknt to anoint chiidrens ilomachs and beUiev 
comforts and warms the Uomach and bowels, pales th» 
gripes^ and kills worms.

"Frortfi firOng fibrous roots fprings up^a flraight 
woody ftalk, as big as one's finger^ fiyeor iix-feet higbi 
like the common broom-ftalk, and it hath yelloir flov* 
trs like broom ; it hath a yellowilh green pod, about 
the length and bignefs of Englilh peafe-cods, and it*

ftuxes of humours. Dr. Bowles fays, they cure can- 
Cjcrs; Morrilbn fays, they cure phthificks; Quercetan- 
ajSirmr, they ilop immoderate menfes; and Uerniiusj, 
Ihiat they cure madnefs. 

PlNDAL'CS, 

. Th6 firft I ever faw of thefe growing was in a ntfa^ 
gro's plantation, who afBrtned, that they grew in great 
plenty iri their country ; and they now grow very well 
in Jamaica.

fpecifics, purgers of melancholy humours and tough 
phlegm ; they open obflrufiions of the fpleen, and expd 
wind.

fait fandy ground, where nothing elfe will grow but 
'pricki'V pears or i?jb2(7«^/^5. Tiiey haVe nh the top a 
purple Uowcry like an anichoke or globei-thrftle, anfl 
a l.nall red or crimfoo cod or fait) of the fhape of i 
lor^ red pepper, whi^h hath a \'ery pleafant tart taftew 
and IS very cooling. It is hollow, like the capficixni 
^r long red pepper^ and full of fmoU black feeds* * 

This is . a name^ "but very erroneous, that they iiai 
•Jamaica give to a plant which is of the ^c^z^'kind, 
^fid ts more exaftly like the Egyptian^Cczai; or thorrri. 
Jt is Reported, that a certain perlbn brought the Xeei 
of it to Jamaica^ and planted it, and faid, if^he tivdA 
-to fee it grow, he Ihould get an eftate by it ; tjut iSgvt^ 
remains a myftery to this day> unlefs it is for its' dyit^ 
quality; its flowers are indeed very odoriferous. THfe 
dyers ufe the huflc of the pods to dye black ; they alfq 
ibak fome of the pods ail night in water, then mix a 
little alum with it, and boil it to a due thickilels, which 
flakes a very fine black and ftrong iak. V have oftch 
tekde i^ and wrote with it^ and obferved iipdver Cades 
*'•- or 
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c^Y- turns yellow, as copperas ink will. I carried forne" 
of the pods with Th6 to-'Etigland m i 7 : 7, at^d "gavei 
them to a dyer> who tried them, and fai J-, they- ex^< 
c^eded galls for dying of. linen, and, if they would 
cbme as cheap, would be preferable : But I alfo ob- 
fefvcd, the worms deftroyed the pods aiid feeds quickly. 

It is certain that the fwccus acatia^ that is one of' 
tlie ingredients of mithridate^ and Venice t?eacle, is 
only the hardened juice extracted by decodion of the 
^cvcia or Egyptian thorn, which I take to be this tree, 
OV at leaft to be as goofl, if not better, ha\4ng rather a' 
more reft ringent quality, and therefore proper in all 
icrts of fluxes. 

The name poponax, that they give to this plant, I* 
take to be the corrupted word of Qpoponax^ which is a 
gum, or infpilfated juice, of a plant called panax hcracm 
liuin ; but this is not the tree» 

There is another fort called acacia, but more repre** 
fents a wild tamarind, and therefore the planters in Ja-* 
xnaica call it fo; for the fruit is a longifh pod, which^ 
when ripe, opens and turns infide out ; it is of a gld^ 
rious red colour. There is alfo another fort, very* 
improperly called wild tamarind, which is a certain' 
acacia, with very large prickles ; but I think the flower 
of this tree is not fo fweet-fcented as that they call^^ 
poponax* Thefe arc fine large fpreading trees, as big' 
^ the EngliDb elms, but much more (hady and fpread** 
in{. Both the bark and roots of this tree ftink worfe^ 
-than affajxtida ; they are of a reddilh colour, and dye 
jred.

gro man, who had run away fome time from his maf^* 
tcr, lived by ftealing of ftock ; one night be came to 
a flieep-pen, where there was only a poor old negro 
man to look after it, to whom he faid, he muft have 
la.fiiee^p to-fiight; the old man not being abk to refift. 
him, gave him good words, and aflked him *to fmoaj; 
y^ a. pipe, which he failed for him, putting in a quantity 
of the feeds of this plant, and before he had fmoaked 
4Mjit hiSr.pipc, he fell into a found ileep, not eafily to be 
ii^ake^ed; upon whifh, as the pld fellow knew very well 
the nSe&, he rari to a neighbouring pen, and getting 
ropes and affiftance, they fecurc4 him before he w^& 
ihprpughly awake; and when he wa$, he cuxfed and 
imor^9 faying the old fellow was an obeah man, aud 
had bewitched him^ I f;jLw a fat fleer drop down dead 
of a fudden, fetching two or three ftaggers, foamed a^ 
the mouth, and died immediately : I ordered thern to 
cut bis throat; and, after opening him, in his ftomach 
were found fevejal bandsful of the feed of this pl-mt, 
t)fhich I fupppfed kiUed him.

They are one of the chief bread kind, as they call V^ 
\a America, and are food for white and black ; they 
are very fine when b^ked. '!fhe flips or vine^ they 
feed hogs and rabbits with ; and an e^^cellcnt drink S8

Prickly White Wood.

Eaten raw, it cures teeth that are fcfe 
on edge, andfafiens them. The juice of the herb is 
iingularly good in. inflammations and venereal ulcers, 
i The herb, bruifed and applied to the forehead and 
fcmples, allays the cxct (five beat and pains that occa^ 
fion want of rt;ft and fleep, and, applied to the tyhs\ 
fakes away rednefs and i^iflammations. The juice^ 
mixed with vinegar, takes away' the St} An^ony'ji 
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fire, and pimples in the face. The juice, with thft 
oil. of rofes, takes out the fire of burnings by gunpow* 
"SiVr, lightning, or'fcaldirig, but V it were ttiiSc^a-ivith 
'goofe-ifr^^ it would doT)ettcr; thejiiifeeiiro, madS 
up into pills with gum fragacatith and 'iralbici cxifSi 
thofe that evacuate or fpit blood. The feed is mor^

into Europe by cardipal Lago, a Jefuit, in the year 1 650. 
The tree is about the fize of European cherry- trees, 
the leaves round and indented, and it hath a long red- 
dilh flower, from whence arifes a kind of pod or fruit, 
}n which is found a whitifli kerne!, like an almond^ 
fl It, with a thin fkin. Chopfe that which is a livel^-^ 
bright cinnamon colour within-fidc, and darkilh with- 
out. 
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hfixt; which is called quilI-bark, and comes from the 
branches of the tree ; fee that it be heavy and founds 
dry and firm, breaks a litile ftiining, and hath ^ little

Ragwort. *'

are much conitnended in quinfies^ ulcerated moutlui^ 
and throats, and difcufs hard iWellings. 

There is a ragwort grows in Chili, whofe flowers' 
aire yellow: The Iridians call it nillque^ and make a 
tea of it, which they drint after the cold fit of airf 
ague, and it abates the heat that follows* It growi ^

foot high, having on each fide, alternately, a fmall

Englifh garden fage grows but very indifferently it4 
the foutbern parts of America, and much care muft 
be t4kcn of it to make it g^ow; but we have fcveral 
drubs called wild fage^s, their leaves bdng much like 
garden f^-^ge, but more odoriferous.

Some call this ague-tree, from the Indians perform^ 
ing great cures in agues and Hir^lkd legs with a decoc* 
tion of the bark and root of it. The whole plant is 
a great anti-venereal and antifcorbutic, opening allob* 
Itrudipnsj efpecially the dilUUed fpirit and oil. 1 re^ 
member that my father cured many fcorbutic people 
with a very ftrong decoftion of the root of the tree, 
fame that were fo crippled with pain and fwellings iti 
their knees, that they were forced to ufe crutches; it 
j^fo cures a p^rapUgia^ or numb-paUy. 

Savanna-Flower. 

This is fo called in Jamaica, becaufe it h found all 
the year round in blofTom, in open favannas* It is 
too well known, and it is pity that ever the negro or 
Indian flaves (hould know it, being lb rank a poifoa; 
\ faw iwo dracbpai of the exprelTcd juice given to 
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f dog, which killed him in eight minutes time ; . ttit it 
may be fo given, that it Ihall not deftroy a perfon i'lt 
many days, weeks^ months, or years. Some years paft^ 
^■^ practitioner of phjfic was poifoned with this plant by 
his negro >voHian, who had io ordered it that it did noC 
dilpatch him. quickly, but he was feized with violent 
gripings, inclining to vomit, and lofs of appetite; af- 
terward.s he had fmajl •convul lions in feveral parts of 
him, a hetlic fever, and contmual wafling of his flelh^ 
Knowing that I had madt it my buhnels iome yeary 
to find ©ut the virtues of platits, cfpeciall'i' antidotes^ 
he fcnt to me for advice; upon which I fent him fomc 
nhandiroba kern s to infule in wine, and drink fre-^

The decoc-» 
tion of the hjerbjj in wine or water, makes an cxcellentr 
traumatic drink, to forward the healing of all wounds 
arid ftubborn ulcers. It i^ faid to take away the paia 
and (Welling of the tefticlesj lyhich negroes are apt to 
have. Above twenty years paft, ot^e captain Picker^ 
ing, a ge^tlem^n I kftew very well, had a ftick with 
fire at the end of it darted at him^ ^hich happenecf' 
to come juft lender the brow of his eye, and feem«c|; 
to turn his eye oqt, and all defpaired of his life. 
No furgeon being at haqd^ they fent for an old negro 
man, well (killed in plants; as foon as he came, he 
ran and took of this herb that hith the bluilh or 
purple flpwer, and walked i^^ reduced the eye as well 
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|tt be could to its place» and then laid on the bruifect 
^erb, bound it up, and the captain was carried home', 
1t*hc next day he fent for a furgeon; and, when they 
came to open it, found it healed up to admiration; 
ppon -which they fent for the negro, and defired him 
to finifh his cure ; which he did in two or three days^ 
only applying the fame thing; and then the captain 
rewarded the negro very well, and defired him to (hew 
tim the herb. This I had from feveral worthy gentle-* 
men who were there prefent, and affirmed it to be 
matter of faft and truth, who fn^ce, they told me, ufe 
ft to all green wounds with great fuccefs, and c^ it 
bickering's herb to this day. 

Semper Vive*. 
This is the common aloetic platit which aloes ii^ 
n^ade from, and i^ fo well known in America, where 
it grows in great plenty, that there needs no particular 
defcription of it. It is common for planters to give 
iihtir children of its thick flimy juice, for worms. 
Aloes, which is only the condenfedor infpiffated juice 
of this plant, pUrges and fortifies the ftomach, and i^ 
good againfl crude humours, opens obftrudions, and 
cures furfeits from over eating and drinking; and, iF 
difiblved in water, and infpiifated ^ again, it fortifies 
more and purges lefs. It preferves dead bodies, heals 
aiid cleanfes old fores. The Indians have a medicine; 
inade of myrrh and aloes;, called inoteher^ which I have 
iifed with wonderful fuccefs in cleanfing old ialcers, and 
it will alfo incarnate and heal them if the very bones 
^ere bare, whereas other greafy medicines would foij 
ihe bonis ; it alfo deftroys maggots or worms in fores; 
which-are very apt to breed in thefe hot climates. The 
jjLiice^ drank with milk, heals ulcers in the kidnies or 
|il^dd):ri atod |e^ woiins jurt^ifa or beall; .Vjou rnu^ 
.:,, " forbear 
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forbear giving aloetic medicines to thofc troubled wit^ 
the, bleeding piles, or ovcrflowirig of the menfes, to^ 
thofe that fpit or vomit blood, or to women with-chiltiL

Sensible. Pi,A*rT* i 

This plant i^ fo called becaufe, if you touqh it nc^ct 
to lightly^ it (hrinks as if feniible, and folds its ieave^k 
clpfe together to the m^ddk rib or ftalk, not falling, 
flat down to the ground as the humble plant doth. It 
Ii?ith feyeral fmall ttalks ai^d branches from pne robtj, 
which are hard and woqdy, with divers joints^ at whicli. 
^re little fhort prickled and winged leaves, oppofit* to^ 
each bther, fet very clofe together, and very narrow^. 
fniall^ fmooth, and of a frelh greea colour* It hat&' 
a^ n^ofly grecnifh whi^e flower* 

Septfoil, or Tormentil. 
There is a for^ of purple feptfoil, growing about a 
foot high, on the banks pf the river Plate, The whole, 
plant is reftrinffeot* 

Shacdocr. 

I have feen them much larger than a man*s hea4. 
The outfide (kin is of a lemon colour, but very fmooth^ 
and of a fine fcent, exceeding lemon or orange ; its 
rind is thick, and full of a volatile eflential oil ; next 
the infide (kin is a white fubftance^ as in citrons, and^ 
tEen a juicy pulp appears. Thofe of the beft fort ar^ 
of a deep-red or purple colour; but thofe that are 
White are very four, and not good. They fay, if yod

prttkles on each fide or edge of the leaf, and is taper- 
ing: from the ground to the top, ending with a fmalt

The chief ufe t>f this plant is to make filk; which, 
as the Indians and negroes nfiake it| is quite cdarfe, but 
very white, hard, and ftrong; of this they make ham- 
mocks and rope^f as alfo fiOiing-ners, whitb will en* 
dure the water longer than thread. The way that the 
negroes drefs it here, is only to lay the blade, or leaf^ 
iipun a flat pece of wood, and then, holding it fall at 
one end J fcrape off, with a blunt lath or piece of wood, 
the outward green fubftance, the inward white filk ap* 
pearrng, in ftraight Ifne^ of threads, from one end of the 
leaf to the other. After they have fcraped both fides, 
they throw it into clear water, wafli all the remaining 
greeii from u, dry it in the fun, and tbeii twift it up 
into ropes, &c* t^ndoubtedly, this might be wonders 
fully unproved : Natu^'e having fhewn the way, and 
broughr tt to liich perfefiion ready to their hands, it 
might, with mduftry and the art of man, be pcrfcflcd 
much more, to a confiderable profit in making fine 
{luiFs of it, and meichandixing in it* -

^hey afe fo called becaufe the ciflus Dr Ikins that fl 
jnclofe thcfe berries lather in waterj and fcour hke luap* ^1

formerly they made buttons in England* This tre# 
Very much relembles the common Englifti afhen*

The juice of green tobacco deftroys maggota in forci' 
teyond any thing that can be made ufe of; it make^ 
an excellent healing balfara or falve; an oil^ drawn iu 
a retort from dried tobaccoi fcalcs the bones, clean fes 
tjie fouleft ulcers J and takes away their callous edges, 
making them fit to heal ; the white aihes ckanfe the 
teeth, and kill the worms iti them* 

Tooth- Wort. 
This plant is fo called from the forrJi and colour of 
the rooti which is very whitc^ and is compofedj as ic 
Were> of a great many teeth* We have a fort of it 
growing in America; fome will have it to be a fort of 
lead^wort. This plant hsth a vifcous green calyx, in 
which is a white pcntapetalous flowerj like the lychnis 
Jylvtftri^ Jlorc dlh, with a rough vifcid capfuia^ which 
catches flies. This plant is not a true climber, and 
yet it cannot fupport iifelf, it generally growing amongft 
ftirubsf. It is counted a cooling, drying, and reft rid- 
gent plant, therefore good in rupmres^ and a good 
vulnerary herb for wounds; Some make it to have the 
properti^^ of wild campionSi others of lung-woit, 

TllAVELL£RS JoY, 

This is a great climber. I never could underRaod 
why it is called travellers joy, or what joy travellers 
reap from it: The country ptople in England call it 
hontjly ; but we never make any ufc of it but to tie raib, 
with, and it is commonly called pudding-withe, being 
foft and pappv whilft green, and of a hot biting tafte^ 
The juice and flowerF, beaten and boiled, and then 
lubbed and applied on the Ikin, take off fpots and 
freckles; the rootj infufed in fajfe water, and mixed 
#^ith wine, purges aU watery humours.

It bears a long^ 
crooked^ foftjulu$, reprefenting or refembhog worms, 
and hath a very large indetited leaf* It is of a veiy 
quick growth, growing very ftraight and tallj without 
any branches, i^rid at the top there is a foft p^ppy fub- 
ftance> which fome will cat ; cattle will eat the leaves 
and Its fruity fo will pigeons. The holly on the top 
of the tree contains a whitCj fat, and juicy pith^ which 
fome eat ; but the negroes, with this» and with the 
young tender foft leaves, cure their wounds and old 
filcers^ I was once in the woods, and was caught iti 
a great filower of raini having only an old Congo ne- 
gro with me, who made me a hut ; and I, havings 
heard that fame negroes could m^ke lire, as they called^ 
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it, I aflced him if he could do it; he faid yes, andt 
Vent and got a dry piece of this tree, and fpli' it, mak* 
ing a Utile hole or dent in it with the point of his knife ; 
lie then took a fmall piece of harder wood, and niadel' 
tbe end of it to fit that dent ; th^n he fat down, and 
Keld the flat piece between hi$ feet; and with the - 
tlpright pieces • which centered in the hollow of the: 
Other, twirled it round very fwift between the twa • 
palms of his hands; it began to fmoke in a verjr 
little time, and fire appeared,: which he fo managed 
that we had foon a very good fire.

Valerian, 
We have very little or none of the true valemii 
growing in America, that ever I could fiid. Sir H. 
Sloane takes notice of two forts of valerianellas : th« \ 
firft is called hog-weed, mentioned before. Of the 
fccond fort, the lower part of the main flem is as big 
as one's arm, hayiiig a furrowed white bark. It is a 
(^limber, taking hold of any palifadoes or trees it corner 
pear, and branches at the top, rifing feven or eight' 
feet high. The branches are many; round, red or' 
green,, and brittle, hanging downwards; the leave$ \ 
come out at the joints, and are exaftly like thofc of 
tjie greater fort of chick-weed ; the tops of the twigS : 
fend out fever al radit, or foot-ftalks, as from their conw; 
inon centre, like the umbellifera^^ fuftaining each one 
fmall greenilh-yellow flower, like a fmall cup, being 
round, undivided, and almoft like mufcus pixydatus in 
fiiape; after which, comes a fmall, long, brown feed, 
almoft like thofe of fome umhtlhferos^ growing loiiger 
frdm the beginning to the top, and being a little tough.

The Spaniards have a particular way of manuring and 
cuhivating the grounds where they plant their vanillas^ 
or otherwife they would make but little advantage of 
them, as the J^anefe and Chinefe do their tea; *nd, 
after planting them in weiUdunged land, they take 
care to mould them up as they grow, and then put 
poles for thiem to run upon, as we do hops in England; 
then they take thcra juft in their full npenefsand fccnt^ 
they having a moft particular odoriferous fcent, and 
yielding a great deal of oil and volatile fait* They ar^ 
very cordial, cephalic, ftomachic, aperitive, and car^ 
tninative^ opening all abflructions, attenuating vifcout 
humours, provoking urine and the menftrual difcharge* 
It is often mixed by the Spaniard^ with their chocolate, 
which makes it have a pleafant fcent; and then, tc* 
make it of a fine yellow or golden colour, they sldd 
anotto, the Spaniards having a very great opinton of 
it* virtues. It is fuppofed, that the fcent in War* 
ham's apopIe£lic balfani, for which he got a patent^^ 
ite:as bwing to vanillas, &c.

^elve inches long, tiaijy, and forked at; tl^e tail, afte^ 
Vhich Qie (poxL recovered, and was perfeflly well. The; 
iame perfon recoi;nmtnded this repiedy to aijother gen- 
llewomsro i^ Pery, who, by taking it in irjc fame man* 
xier, voided inany iaiall lor^g wprms, and, among thq^ 
y^ft, one very long and flat, like ynto a Ipng whitq 
girdle; ^ter v^bich flie al(o became >yell.
